VOLCANO IN 
ERUPTIONS 


Popocatepetl Presents Rare 
and Beautiful Sight as 
Cold Grows Intense 


BY JACK STARK-HUNT 
(BY CARLE—EACIASIVE DirPaTCR) 
MEXICO CITY. Jan. 
Popocatepet! now presents the rare 
and magnificent sight of a snow- 
capped volcano in eruption. The 
heat of its eruption usually keeps 
Popocatepet! free from snow, but 
it tis now almost totally en- 
veloped in a deep blanket because 
of the intense cold which had 
gripped the Valley of Mexico for 
eight days.
